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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-6 in the reply filed on October 9, 2008 
is acknowledged. 

Claims 7-12 have been cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Allman et al 
(US 6,355,320). 

Regarding claim 1, Allman teaches placing a polymeric material comprising VAE (Claim 
4) in an extruder comprising a casing, screw, and nozzle (Column 7, lines 55-67), injecting gas 
under pressure into the polymer (Column 8, lines 8-17), shaping the material through the nozzle 
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of the extruder (Column 9, lines 38-50) and cutting the extrusion to form stoppers (Column 10, 
lines 20-25). It is not explicitly stated that the mixture is homogenized, however it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to homogenize the 
mixture in order to produce a uniform product, a desired property according to Allman (Column 
5, line 20). 

Regarding claim 2, the coloring material is introduced at the outset (Column 11, lines 15- 
20) and the gas is injected upstream (Column 8, lines 1-5). 

Regarding claim 3, AUman teaches the density is between 0.2 and 0.6 g/cm 3 (Column 5, 
lines 30-35). 

Regarding claim 4, Allman teaches incorporating HDPE or LDPE with VAE (Claims 3 

and 4). 

Regarding claim 5, Allman teaches the claimed composition ranges for the stopper 
(Claim 7). 

Regarding claim 6, Allman teaches there is a finishing operation carried out (Column 11, 
line 65-Column 12, line 5).
